This does | 
uot constitute any reflection upon them, nore does it indi-| 

cate that their chances for long life and activity at other than | 

military pursuits are below par. It simply indicates failure fo | 
measure up to a severe standard that to the layman seems ex: | 
tremely arbitrary. A man with a corn, or a defective tooth is re- 
jected, but is as capable as ever for all the ordinary duties of life. 

The point in this particular instance is that the guardsmen, 
many of whom had come from a distance, are to lose their time and 
their railway fare, although they had been held for weeks awaiting 
examination, in the meantime performing their duties apparently 
as well as the more nearly perfect candidates who later got by the 
surgeon. 

We submit the proposition that if the government is to rely 
upon the national guard, in whieh service is voluntary, it must 
treat that body with respect. The men who in good faith offered 
their services in an emergency were entitled to a consideration that 
they were, in the episode cited, far from receiving. The govern- 
ment that is of the people, shows no wisdom in assuming the atti- 
tude of having the right to treat these people with total disregard 
of the fact that they are human, and not cattle—San Bernardino 
Sun.

roads enter California. Without the co-operation of citizens, how- 
ever, this procedure is of small importance. 

Every suspected case of illness in children, particularly intes- 
tinal or digestive disturbances, should be reported immediately to 
the local health officer for investigation. Children should not be 
allowed to come into contact with such persons who are ill, whether 
they are children or adults. 

The diagnosis of infantile paralysis is oftentimes not deter- 
mined until the paralysis appears. Since many cases begin with 
the acute or intestinal disturbances, followed by high fever, special 
attention should be paid to disorders of this sort. 

While comparatively few cases of the disease have occurred in

The California State Board of Health does not feel that there 
is any occasion for alarm, but it desires to emphasize the import- 
ance of taking every possible preventive measure that may be 
available, in order that California may not be visited with a 
devastating epidemic of the disease. 








HE publication of any false report or rumor affecting the 
international relation of the United States would be a 
eriminal offense should congress adopt a bill introduced 
in the house by a Kansas representative.

The tendency of such a statute would be to place it in the} 
power of any administration to exercise an unthinkable tyranny 
and conduct political persecutions almost without number. In the
